Cotton is saved 


THIRTY to 40 years ago the Extension 
Service dealt primarily with cotton pro- 
ducti Boll weevils were spreading 
over t South; our No, 1 farm crop and 
the nation’s No. 1 export product was in 
grave danger. 

But tton was saved—even greatly 
improved. In Alabama, yields per acre 
dur 9g cent years have been 50 to 100 
ber cent higher than before the coming 
of tl eevils. Farmers, of course, did 
the response to and by the use of 
scie information supplied by Ex- 
tens workers regarding soil, seed, 
tertili er, insect control, cultivation, and 
othe 


factors in the production of cotton. 

A few pioneer county agents who 
were employed to save the cotton 
industry lived: and served to help 
Plow Up cotton to reduce the supply 
to a workable level. A. G. Harrell, 
Choctaw County agent, was one of 
these. 

Our work with cotton has continued 
and will continue as far into the future

as we can forsee. Alabama’s 1951 cot- 
ton production record is proof of our 
never-ceasing efforts along this line. 


Increased cotton production 


IN, 1951, Alabama farmers were asked 
to produce 60 per cent more cotton than 
they made in 1950. County agents car- 
ried the appeal and the know-how to 
them—and farmers hit the nail right 
on the head with a 60 per cent increase 
from 575,000 to 920,000 bales. This 
845,000-bale increase had a market 
value of $72,450,000. 

Now, however, cotton is only one major 
factor in Alabama agriculture. Corn is 
another. In fact, Alabama farmers plant 
about two acres in corn to every one in 
cotton. A few years ago we unfolded a 
program for more corn each year; in five 
years the average yield was increased 
35 per cent. 


The role of livestock 
YEARS ago we began advocating more 
livestock to balance row crops and to 
improve the soil. And now Alabama has 
become the leading state in the South 
and one of the leading states in the 
nation in livestock improvement and 
expansion. Beef cattle development has 
been outstanding This, in my judg- 
ment, will continue year after year, far 
into the future. 5 
Along with row crops and livestock, 
we turned our attention to trees, re- 
alizing that 60 per cent of all land in 
Alabama is producing timber of some 
kind. And with an increase in demands 
for forest products has come a greater 
appreciation of the value of timber 
and timber land. 

Farmers, working with their county 
agents, have come to recognize trees as 
a crop—the same as cotton and corn. 
Increased per-acre wood production each 
year is the No. 1 objective of our fores- 
try program. And forests are responding 
to the proper treatment and good man- 
agement.

Fewer farm families 


WHEN extension work was established 
by the federal Smith-Lever Act of 1914, 
$4.9 per cent of the people, or 32,076,960, 
in the U. S. were on farms. In 1950, only 
16.1. per cent, or 23,577,000, were mem- 
bers of farm families. 

Fewer people on farms are pro- 
ducing adequate supplies of foods, 
fats, and fibers for everyone. In re- 
cent years production of farm pro- 
ducts has been at a new high level. 
Land area devoted to agricultural pro- 

duction in the U. S, has changed very 
little since the beginning of extension 
work. Instead of planting more acres,

farmers have increased their yields per 
acre and’ per animal. 


Increased production 


FARMERS have also increased their 
per-man production. From 1940 to 1950, 
farm production increased 36 per cent 
per man; per industrial worker 11 per 
cent, or less than one-third of the 
farmer’s increase. 


These results have been accomplished 
by the farmers themselves through the 
use of scientific; technical, and economic 
information—the “big three” of ex- 
tension work. 


Looking ahead 


I PREDICT that the change will con- 
tinue. Instead of 16.1 per cent of the 
American people on farms 50 years from 
now, we expect the figure to fall to 
around 10 per. cent; still, there'll be 
plenty of food and fiber for everybody, 
and farming will be improved in every 
way. 


Thus we see that Auburn-trained men 
and women, employed by the Extension 
Service and armed with, scientific, tech- 
nical, and economic information from 
our own institution, are distinguishing 
themselves. daily in constructive educa- 


tion for all the people of Alabama.

It is an important factor in 
enabling farm women to become in- 
formed regarding all phases of rural 
life aad American citizenship, and to 
develop a growing interest in world af- 
fairs, This sums up the work and the 
goals of the 2,000 local clubs composed 
of 63,000 members in 67 counties.

THE 4-H Club had its real beginning in 
1909, but under a different name. That 
year Boys’ Corn Clubs were organized 
in two Alabama counties= Calhoun and 
Tuscaloosa—with an enrollment of 392 
farm boys. 

As the Boys’ Corn. Clubs grew, Ala- 
bama girls became interested in forming 
their own clubs. The result ‘was a Girls’ 
Tomato Club, organized in 1911 at the 
Union School, near Ti oy, in Pike County. 
Another Girls’ Tomato Club sprung up 


that same year in Walker County.

THREE years later, in 1914, Congress

During World War II, General Hart 
won the Navy Cross while commanding 
the 24th Marines in the assault and cap- 
ture of Roi-Namur Islands, Kwajalein 
Atoll, and was awarded the Legion of 
Merit while leading the regiment in the 
battles for Saipan and Tinian in the 
Marianas Islands. As assistant division 
commander, Fourth Marine Division, 
during the assault at Iwo Jima, he was 
awarded the Bronze Star medal. 

Prior to World War Il, on June 1, 
1941, General Hart was assigned to the 
American Embassy in London as assis- 
tant naval attache. In September of 
the same yeat he assumed duties as 
special naval observer and additional 
duty on the staff of the Chief, Com- 
bined Operations (British) as an in- 
structor in amphibious warfare. 

He participated in Dieppe Operation, 
July, 1942, for which he was specially 
commended for outstanding conduct by 
Lord Louis Mountbatten, Chief of Com- 
bined Operations.

HATTIE Finley, °09, who has been 
teaching at Blountsville for more than 
40 years, was elected as “The Favor- 
ite Teacher of 1952” in a contest con- 
ducted by the Birmingham Post-Herald. 

More than 800 letters poured into the 
Post-Herald seconding the J, B. Pen- 
nington High School teacher for the 
nomination of favorite teacher. 

After receiving her B.S. degree from 
Auburn in 1909, “Miss Hattie” return- 
ed to Blountsville to teach. The pres- 
ent principal, J. B. Pennington, 713, 
found her there when he went to 
Blountsville in 1917. Thus began a 
partnership which has resulted in the 
knitting of a whole community to-e 
gether for a common purpose: charac- 
ter building. 

Twice during her long tenure at 
Blountsville the school has burned, but 
each time with the work of “Miss Hattie” 
and the citizens, the school has been built 
back better than the one destroyed by 
fire. During the summers of 1919 
through 1922 Miss Finley studied at the 
University of Chicago and received her 
B.A. degree. She later received her 
Master’s degree from Peabody College 
in Nashville, Tennessee. 


The run-down little school which 
“Miss Hattie” found when she went to 
Biountsville is now a modern $250,000 
structure which adequately serves the 
needs of the community. This vast ma- 
terial improvement stands as a perman- 
ent salute to “Miss Hattie” and her 
who have developed the 
Blountsville school system.
